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1 . After reading the referenced memorandum, and in the presence of General 

25X1 A9a Cabell, and me, Mr. Dulles telephoned Mr . Robert M. Macy, Chief, Inter- 

national Divunon^Seau of the Budget, at about 11:45 a.m. on 4 April 1957 and advised him 
that he had just been discussing the conversation which he and I had had earlier in the morn- 
ing concerning the new building. He then added that he realized the great problems which 
confronted Mr. Brundage at this time in connection with the Budget and said that he thought 
it would be better if he discussed the matter with Mr. Brundage in a couple of weeks when 
perhaps he was not under so much strain, 

2. Mr, Dulles advised Mr. Macy that we were trying to cut down on our de- 
partmental personnel strength but that he didn't know of any way to do it at the moment ex- 
cept to have a reduction in force— — a move which he thought would be disastrous for CIA 
at the present time. He also said that he didn't see how he could accomplish the various 
tasks which had been levied upon CIA and at the same time reduce by any substantial num- 
ber of people. He informed Mr. Macy that he was planning to take a long weekend in order 
to try to get some rest but that when he returned he hoped it would be possible for Mr. 
Brundage to come over for lunch and a briefing, at which time we could explain to him more 
about our job, how we went about doing it, the number of people we had, where they were, 
etc. 


3. With regard to the building itself, Mr. Dulles said that he didn't know what 
else to do except to go ahead and construct as much building as we could with the money we 
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had, and that he believed it would be one of the most austere permanent Government build- 
ings ever built . He made it plain to Mr . Macy that the architect would proceed with the 
planning without interruption. 

4. Mr. Macy offered no objection to any part of Mr. Dulles' conversation and 
indicated that he, too, thought it would be better for him to discuss this matter with Mr. 
Brundage at a later date. 2 5X1 A 
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
